SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  LOAN  FUNDS 

The  following  statements  regarding  scholarships  and 
loan  funds  show  that  a  scholarship  in  Connecticut  College 
is  available  to  a  freshman  only  when  she  has  been  appointed 
to  benefits  by  a  College  Club  which  has  established  a  scholar- 
ship of  the  first  type  listed  below,  and  which  accordingly 
chooses  the  beneficiary  of  its  funds  through  a  committee  in 
the  home  town. 

The  practice  of  the  College  so  far,  with  reference  to 
funds  in  its  hands,  has  been  to  grant  no  scholarship  aid  to 
freshmen.  Such  benefits  have  been  confined  to  students  of 
the  three  upper  years,  grants  being  made  on  the  basis  of 
the  need  of  the  candidate,  and  of  her  personal  and  intel- 
lectual quality  as  demonstrated  through  a  year  or  more  of 
approved  and  satisfactory  work. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  College  may  be  enabled 
very  shortly  to  offer  entrance  scholarships  to  worthy  girls. 
The  liberality  of  the  people  of  the  State  and  friends  of  the 
College  is  invited  to  make  possible  a  goodly  list  of  such 
scholarships  for  girls  of  superior  intellectual  quality  whose 
circumstances  call  for  financial  aid. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 

The  College  acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  two  types  of  scholarships.  These 
are  differentiated  according  to  the  manner  of  holding  the 
funds,  and  the  bases  and  agents  of  award. 

The  first  type  of  scholarship  has  been  maintained  for  some 
years  now  by  College  Clubs  in  certain  cities  and  towns,  each 
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of  which  has  been  choosing  through  a  committee  in  the  town 
concerned  a  candidate  from  the  graduating  class  of  the  local 
high  school  to  receive  the  benefit  afforded  by  the  Club  upon 
her  entrance  into  Connecticut  College.  The  benefit  in  these 
instances  is  applied  to  meet  tuition  charges  of  the  freshman 
year,  and  in  some  cases  has  been  continued  during  later 
years. 

The  following  scholarships  are  of  this  first  type : 

The  Meriden  College  Club  has  for  several  years  made 
provision  for  a  superior  graduate  of  the  Meriden  High 
School.  This  Club  is  both  the  guardian  of  its  fund  and 
the  elector  of  the  scholar. 

The  Bristol  College  Club  has  this  year  for  the  first  time, 
elected  a  student  to  receive  the  scholarship  aid  of  that  Club, 
upon  somewhat  the  same  terms  as  those  obtaining  for 
Meriden. 

The  Norwich  College  Club  has  afforded  scholarship  aid 
to  superior  girls  of  that  city.  This  aid  has  been  available 
in  successive  years  to  the  same  girl,  but  the  beneficiary  may 
be  changed  at  the  option  of  the  Club. 

The  second  type  of  scholarship  is  granted  from  the  in- 
come of  funds  bequeathed  to  the  College,  or  of  funds  ac- 
cumulated by  some  organization  or  group  and  paid  over  to 
the  College  under  a  deed  of  gift.  In  the  case  of  each  of 
these  scholarships,  the  conditions  for  the  granting  of  the 
benefits  have  been  agreed  to  by  the  donors  and  the  College, 
and  the  fund  is  administered  faithfully  according  to  the 
agreement. 

The  Mary  Merriman  Abbott  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund 
of  $5,000  has,  by  application  of  some  of  its  earnings  and 
some  College  money,  been  made  to  amount  to  $6,000.  By 
agreement,  the  conditions   for  this   scholarship  have  been 
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modified  from  those  originally  proposed.  Beginning  with 
the  opening  of  the  academic  year,  September  1919,  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  income  may  be  divided,  according  to  the  judg- 
ment of  the  President  of  the  College,  among  not  more  than 
four  students  in  any  year,  who  may  be  needy,  whose  grade 
of  scholarship  is  good,  who  are  students  expecting  to  teach, 
who  have  been  residents  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  for  a 
minimum  of  ten  years  preceding  the  award,  and  who  are 
candidates  for  the  degree  of  A.B. 

The  Alice  Sawtelle  Randall  Scholarship  Fund  was  do- 
nated to  the  College  by  the  College  Club  of  Hartford.  The 
income  of  the  principal  of  $5,000  may  be  paid  annually  for 
the  benefit  of  such  student  or  students  attending  Connecticut 
College  for  Women  as  may  be  annually  selected,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  following  provisions  : 

a.  The  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  of  such  fund  shall  be 
limited  to  a  student  or  students  legally  resident  in  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  or  in  one  of.  the  following  adjacent  towns : 
West  Hartford,  Bloomfield,  Windsor,  East  Hartford,  Glas- 
tonbury, Wethersfield,  and  Newington.  Each  shall  be  in 
reasonable  need  of  such  income,  to  attend  or  continue  as  a 
student  at  said  College. 

b.  The  beneficiary  or  beneficiaries  of  such  fund  shall  be 
selected  by  Connecticut  College  for  Women,  on  the  basis 
of  the  scholarship  of  the  applicants,  their  character,  and  its 
understanding  of  their  needs. 

c.  If  there  is  no  student  at  Connecticut  College  for  Women 
within  the  definition  of  sub-section  (a)  above,  then  the  in- 
come from  said  fund,  accruing  during  the  period  when  there 
is  no  beneficiary,  shall  be  allowed  to  accumulate  and  be 
added  to  the  principal  of  said  fund. 

The  Hartford  Female  Seminary  Memorial  Scholarship 
Fund  is  to  be  left  open  indefinitely  for  additions,  thereby  in- 
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creasing  its  usefulness  from  year  to  year.  This  fund  stands 
at  the  present  time  at  $3,200.  This  scholarship  is  a  memo- 
rial to  Miss  Catherine  E.  Beecher,  of  Hartford,  who  in  1827 
opened  the  first  Seminary  in  Connecticut  for  the  higher  edu- 
cation of  women,  under  the  name  of  The  Hartford  Female 
Seminary.  Graduates  and  former  students  of  that  Semi- 
nary, desiring  to  perpetuate  the  name  and  spirit  of  Miss 
Beecher — a  woman  of  exceptional  worth,  influence,  and 
vision — in  grateful  memory  and  appreciation  of  herself  and 
her  service,  established  this  fund. 

The  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift  are  very  liberal,  and  the 
fund  is  to  be  held  in  trust  by  Connecticut  College  for 
Women.  The  interest  is  to  be  used  for  assisting  young 
women  who  need  and  merit  such  help  in  their  college  course, 
the  preference,  when  proper,  to  be  given  to  the  descendants 
of  former  pupils,  teachers,  or  trustees  of  the  Hartford 
Female  Seminary.  Further  gifts  to  the  fund  may  be  sent 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College. 

The  Wesleyan  University  Alumna  Scholarship  Fund 
has  been  completed.  The  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift  are  as 
follows : 

a.  The  beneficiary  shall  have  showed,  for  at  least  one 
college  year  previous  to  the  award,  an  appreciative  applica- 
tion and  reasonable  success  in  some  regular  course  of  study 
in  Connecticut  College  for  Women. 

b.  The  beneficiary  shall  be  chosen  from  among  any  appli- 
cants such  as  above  described,  by  a  committee  consisting 
of  the  President  of  the  College,  a  woman  member  of  the 
faculty  not  an  alumna  of  Wesleyan  University,  and  a 
Wesleyan  '  alumna  appointed  by  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae 
Association. 

c.  The  last  named  member  of  the  committee  of  award  is 
empowered  by  the  Alumnae  of  Wesleyan  University  to  de- 
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cide  which  candidate  shall  receive  the  scholarship  in  case 
two  or  more  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  two  first  named, 
equally  eligible. 

d.  If ,  and  when,  there  is  no  longer  an  alumna  of  Wesleyan 
University  who  can  serve  on  the  committee  of  award  of  this 
scholarship,  this  fund  shall  become  a  part  of  the  regular 
scholarship  funds  of  the  College,  and  be  administered  ac- 
cording to  the  method  then  in  vogue  at  Connecticut  College. 

e.  If  in  any  year  there  should  be  no  applicant  for  the 
income  of  said  fund,  the  income  shall  be  allowed  to  accumu- 
late and  be  added  to  the  principal  of  said  fund. 

The  Frederic  Bill  Memorial  Scholarship  Fund  consists  of 
$5,000,  the  bequest  of  the  late  Frederic  Bill,  of  Groton, 
Connecticut.  The  income  of  this  fund  is  to  be  available 
to  a  deserving  student  from  the  Borough  of  Groton, 
Connecticut. 

The  New  Haven  High  School  Scholarship  Fund  is  being 
built  up  by  the  gifts  of  the  students  and  the  Faculty  of  the 
New  Haven  High  School.  When  completed,  this  scholar- 
ship will  be  for  the  use  of  a  graduate  of  that  school. 

The  Williams  Memorial  Institute  Scholarship.  Funds 
are  being  collected  for  a  scholarship  tenable  by  a  graduate 
of  the  Williams  Memorial  Institute,  of  New  London, 
Connecticut. 


LOAN  FUNDS 

The  generosity  of  friends  has  provided  the  College  with 
several  loan  funds.  Of  these  may  be  mentioned  the 
following: 

The  H.  Wales  Lines  Loan  Fund  has  grown  through  the 
annual  gifts  of  the  Hon.  H.  Wales  Lines,  of  Meriden,  Con- 
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necticut.  Under  its  provisions  capable  and  needy  students 
may  borrow  moderate  sums  to  aid  them  in  the  payment  of 
tuition  charges,  the  money  to  be  repaid  under  terms  ar- 
ranged with  the  President  of  the  College. 

The  Konomoc  Hose  Company  Loan  Fund  has  been  es- 
tablished by  the  Konomoc  Hose  Company,  of  New  London, 
Connecticut,  for  the  aid  of  approved  students  prepared  for 
college  in  New  London  schools,  the  loan  to  be  made  at  the 
discretion  of  the  President  of  the  College,  and  under  condi- 
tions arranged  by  him. 
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
